London: June 2.—.Statesmen recognize the far-reaching im 
portane^of the conference of Empire Prime Ministers which is to 
l-e heldin latnilon thin month. It inav mark’s new stugejn Kmpire 
organization. What it will accomplish depends on the Ministers 
ffOtu overseas. Public opinion in this country is in a fluid enn- 
/fition Hritiah Ministers are waiting for a lead from the 
Dominions. 

The conference will have definite subjects before it. and is ex¬ 
pected to prepare the ground for a revision of the unwritten con¬ 
stitution of the Kmpire. The results attained will depend on the 
Dominion representatives. 

The relationship of the Dominions to the British Government 
requires readjustment to meet altered conditions. To do this is a 
task of the utmost delicacy -and Ihe greatest constitutional diffi¬ 
culty; more than one conference will be required before a solution 
can be found to devise constitutional machinery wljich will deal 

with foreign policy and defence of 
the Kmpire as a unit, and at the same 
time preserve complete autonomy to 
the component parts of the Kmpire. 
Yet that is the problem which must 
l>e faced. Various suggestions haie 
been made from Jlmq to time. I»o- 
mlnlon statesmen are suspicious of 
any central control and would nut 
tolerate any Interference with their 
political freedom from Downing 
Street. 

At Cabinet Meetings. 

One suggestion which ha* been 
frequently made is that the lYomin- 
lon High Commissioner* resident in 
Iaondon should be Invited to attend 
session* of the British Cabinet when 
questions of defence or matters af¬ 
fecting the Itominions are discussed, 
but only in the capacity of con- 
nultants so that they could report to 
their re*j»ective Governments. This 
Is a policy of unity by consultation or 
at any rate of keeping in touch. 

Seme Need Informatien. 

There ie still a section—a dimin¬ 
ishing section—of the British peopi* 
who do not fully realise that the Do¬ 
minions have reached the status *>f 
full commonwealth*. ‘Democrat ie 
evolution was proceoding ss the Do¬ 
minions increased in population.

April 1. with 
the loss of eight lives, announced by 
the local board of the United States, 
disposes of the last of the charges 
brought against officers of the Gov¬ 
ernor. in connection with the inves¬ 
tigation of the disaster. Captain 
Warden was charged with inatten¬ 
tion to the duties of his station . 

Similar charges against Second Of¬ 
ficer Ernest Kellenberger and Third. 
Officer Arne Hage were, dismissed 
and both officers exonerated. 

Captain Warden was tried by the 
local board, composed of Inspectors 
H. C. Lord and l»onald S. Ames, on 
charges of Inattention to the duties 
of his station In that he did not 
leave tte Governor's pilothouse, the 
windows of which were closed, when 
lights were reported in proximity to 
the passenger liner. The local l»oarc1 
exonerated Capt. John Alwen, roaster 
of the Hartland. from all blame for 
the disaster, but later charges of 
negligence, unricllfulnes# and inat¬ 
tention to his duties were preferred 
against Captain Alwen by Supervis¬ 
ing Inspector William Fisher of the 
insertion service. Captain Fisher i» 
the superior officer of the local board. 

In its decision, the local board 
finds Captain Warden guilty on the 
charges of inattention to the duties 
of his station. He Is one of the 
veteran pilots of Puget Hound, and 
the testimony showed he had a 
splendid record as a conscientious 
and careful navigator. The board 
however, held that he should have 
loft the pilothouse. Captain Warden 
can now appeal the ease to Captain 
Fisher.

Delegation to Oregon Plants 
Offers Suggestion 

The fruitgrowers of the.. Saanich 
Peninsula last evening heard the re¬ 
ports of the delegation composed of | 
George G. Bushby and J. H. Sutton, 
who recently visited the loganberry 
districts of Oregon to obtain data on 
marketing the crop. 

Mr. Bushby presented an excellent 
written report on the various condi¬ 
tions contributing to the industry 
where it is well established, and the 
arguments for loganberry Juice as 
against a canning industry. As the 
Juice plant requires 230 tons to war¬ 
rant it, and there is no prospect of 
more than 150 tons in sight, it was! 
thought wiser to support the canning ' 
project, using 70.per cent, syrup. The 
necessary provision, it was suggested 
at the meeting, should be made 
i through the Fruitgrowers' AsOocia- 
1 tlons. 

It is proposed to go ahead with 
j plans for*the establishment of a plant 
i for this product, possibly next season. 
The Victoria and Island Development 
Association will lend every help in 
the undertaking.

Mr. Bushby said: — 

Advises Caution 

"In Portland we received advice of 
Mr. Schmecr. vice-president of the 
IT. S. National Bank, who advised 
-caution, hot Who considered that if 
! the growers themselves were Inter-1 
ested in the operation of the business 
and would guarantee an adequate 
I supply of raw material, success | 
should be attained. He stated that | 
we should be careful to combat the 
| competition arising out of the use of 
extracts which are extensively used 
by manufacturers in the preparation 
! of so-called pure fruit Juices. 

I Wa visited a factory in the vicinity 
! of Portland, where a successful I 
loganberry Juice business has been 
carried on for several years. The 1 
proprietor of this establishment was 
extremely courteous, and gave us 
every opportunity to thoroughly ex- 
' amine his plant, and he personally j 
save us all the information we asked 
for. 

"While he stated that In his opinion 
the berry tonnage now available in 
this district is not sufficient to war¬ 
rant the erection of a Juice plant, he 
was willing t<» admit that If the co¬ 
operation of the growers was ob¬ 
tained there should be a good chancel 
of success. 

He explained the many pitfalls j 
which must be overcome, the princt- 
; pal being fermentation. Absolute 
cleanliness and perfect sterilisation 
are tbe keynotes of success ih this 
business. 

"No sugar is required in the case 
of raw Juice. Sugar-. t« added only 
for further preparation* for the retail ; 
market. It it recommended to store 
: the raw JulCe In one gallon glass 
| bottles with aluminum caps. 

1 "What Is styled concentrated Juice 
1 is Juice put through an evaporating 
process in a vacuum pan. This pro¬ 
ves* is not desirable as it deterior¬ 
ates the product. 

No Filteration. 

"No lilleration is necessary in the 
case of nt,w Juice. We examined i 
many bottles the 1919 press and! 
observed very ittlie sediment due t**J 
self lenient of solids. 

•Berries must be pressed as soon I 
as possible ufter picking, otherwise 
trouble will commence from fermen¬ 
tation. Four to six hours la long 
enough to keep the berries. 

"Wet berries must not be uaed as j 
I the presence of water is Injurious 
to the keeping qualities of the Juice. *1 

“Berries must be perfectly ripe, 
when the best quality of Juice Is ob¬ 
tained trom them. There must be no] 
green hekfie* used. 

The berWes must not he heated be- j 
fore pressmg as the heating process 
draws out' the acids from the seeds 
and impairs the quality and flavor 
uf the product. 

No Delay Essential 

“There must be no delay In handting | 
the berries In the factory. Every 
effort must be used to get the Juifej 
safely stored in the pasteurised ■ 
bottles aa speedily %a possible. The I 
nature of the process and the crush-T 
ing and pressing of the berries all; 
tend to assist fermentation. That Is j 
one reason why an ovemlxe plant is 
advisable In order rapidly, to handle 
the material and prevent any delay 
which might endanger tbe quality of 
the product. 

"All manufacturers agree that fer¬ 
mentation is caused by mold in the ( 
berries, unclean portions of plants, 
contact with the hands of workmen. 

?The owner of this plant offered to 
send hia-proceaa man to help us thisi 
season, and to show the details of • 
operation. The Oregon season will 
be over Juat aa the season here com¬ 
mences. In the event of operations 
being carried on here the deputation 
should suggest that this offer be ac¬ 
cepted." 

The delegates then proceeded to 
Salem, Oregon, the home of the 
loganberry, where they met the 
management of the Phes Company. 

This plant is a converted brewery, 
and they use steel, glass-lined tanks 
in cold storage for the storing of their 
Juices. This concent does not ship 
out any raw Juice, all their product 
being bottled. They have In storage 
some of their 1919 press. Cold stor¬ 
age Is not necessary- "We received 
the same advice from these people 
as to cleanliness and avoidance of 
stariltxation.” says the report. 

Mr. Gila's Advice 

"We called upon Mr. Glle, the 
father of the loganberry Juice busi¬ 
ness In Oregon. He added hie quota 
regarding sterilisation, in fact, hla 
advice was similar in. most respects 
to that of the other gfntletWbn whom 
we interviewed," contlnee the re¬ 
port*. 

Reports Upon His Advice. 

In the matter of price, all maun- 
f&cturers agree that the price of 4 
cents per pound Is the most that can 
be paid, and they expect to be able 
to purchase berries for leas. Pickers 
are paid at the rate of i cent to 1 % 
cents per pound, according to per- 
, fi.rmtii fp. pickers rame from 

the larger towns and camp out. mak¬ 
ing a holiday season of the Job.
